intent, and the capacity to .distinguish 
between right and wrong iu reference 
to killing or taking the life of her 
child. If she did not have sufficient 
menial capacity to distinguish 
be- 


tween right and wrong at the time she 
COOK the life cf her child, if you find 
she hilled It, she would not be respon- 
sible; and should be acqvutt.&c!. On the

To show tile straits ia which the 


eastera oil men find themselves in the 
matter of drillable territory, says the 
Toledo Times, it is only necessary to 
show the results of their operations 
in some of the fields. For instance, in 
the AHeghany, (N. Y.) field nineteen 
weiis -were completed in the month of 
February. Of these, nine were either 
dry or produced gas alone. The daily 
output of the others in the aggregate 
amount to the enormous-quantity of 
thirty-nine barrels. Taey should have 
stretched it sufficiently to have made it 
forty. 


In the so-called middle field ten 


wells were completed, two only o£ 
which. were dry. 
The production, of 


the remainder was thirty-four barrels 
daily.
